There is now due to the Town from the Nelson Factory 
Company, in Winchendon, as by agreement of the owners 
thereof with the Selectmen, as damages 


For flowing Road near Monomonock Pond, $150 00 
There is also due from the County, 
For support of County Paupers the past year, 270 60 


We find there is due from the Town towards the pur- 
chase of the Town Farm, 


Of Principal, 800 00 
And of interest for one year, 48 00

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We further find that the Collector for the past year, has 
paid over according to orders, all the Taxes committed to 


him to collect, 

The Selectmen, as by their accounts exhibited, have 
spent, during the past year, in the service of the Town, the
